The death rate 
of infents under one year is lower than last year (25.00) and is the 
lowest for several years.

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SEOTLION GC - SANITARY CIRCUMSTANCES OF THE AREA. 
WATER. 


(1) The water supply to the area has been on the whole 
satisfactory as regards quality, during the year, but there has been 
some uneveness and even failure on two occasions in the supply in 
parts of the St. Mary's Ward. 


(2) The results of bacteriological examinations cf both the 
raw and treated water are given in the table appemded. During the yea 
19 samples were taken for bacteriological examination and 8 sanples for 
chemical examination. With the exception of Hasue Bar, the results cf 
the bacteriological examinations have been better than the previous 
years and show thet the filters have been working satisfactorily. All 
samples taken at the outlets of the filters have “been 200d. 


The results of the chemical analysis are elso good but show 

that the filters have no action in diminishing the hardness of the 

water which remains ein same after filtration, as at the source of supply 
oe the Gow Hole Adit. “+here is still considerable action on lead in the 
Moorlands supply, more especially in wet periods when there is a good 
supply of soft upland surface water. The addition of a softening plant 
in the treetment of the water is very much needed. The treatment of the 
water by sedimentation and filtration is effective in removing the small 

amount or iron which appears, both in the results of the analysis and to 

tho naked eye in sus pens jon at the adit. 
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(3) Plumbo solvency occurred in the Moorlands supply and 
therefore was not prevented by the periodic pumping of water from 
Ballbeard into this supplye It would be advisable for householders 
on the Moprlands supply to run the water from the pipes in the 
morning after it has been standing all night, before using it for 
drinking and cooking purposes. This is a usual precaution in supplies 
from upland surfaces. 


(4) Chlorination of both the Ballbeard and the Lowleighton 
Filters is carried out at the Filter House but the Moorlands supply, 
which supplies the Birch Vale area (being less than 1,000 of a 
population) is not chlorinated. 

(5)(a) There are no stand«pipes. 

(b) 89% of the dwellinghouses and 89% of the population 


of the district are sunplied from the public water mains direct to 
each hous ee

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SHCTION F - PREVALENCE OF, AND CONTROL OVER, INFECTIOUS AND 
OTHER DISEASES. 

The numbers of notifiable infectious diseases revorted during the 
year heve not been exceptional, The number of measle cages notified 
was very small, namely 4 as compared with 66 in 1945. Only one case of 
Diphtheria was notified and this was in a child who had been immunised 
9 years before. In connection with this, it should be pointed out that 
it is now considered advisable that all children immunised in their 
first or second year, should have reinforcing doses at about the ages of 
5 and 10. 


DIPHYHERIA IMMUNISATION. 


Durines the year 1946 a total of 87 children was immunised comprising 
70 children under 5 years of age and 17 children of the ages 5 to 14. 
15 children who had been immunised during previous years received 
reinforcins doses. Of the present child population of New Mills at the 
end of 1946 aporoximately 1,600 children, 870 children are immunised. 


From these figures it is apparent that there are more than 50% of 
he children immunised. It is asain necessary to emphasise that all 
hildren who have attained the age of one year, should %e protected by 
immunisation and efforts are being made by personal contact to attain 
his. Birthday cards, as reminders to the parents are being sent to 
411 children as they reach the age of one year. Parents are also 
nformed that this service is provided, free of cost by the Council and 
is carried out either at the iligh Lee Hall Clinic on the second Tuesday 
of every month, or by their own medical attendant if they wish.
